/Vcffro  Athletes  May 
Boycott  BYU  Games 


The  president  of  BYU  says  he 
is  sorry  to  learn  that  Texas  Negro 
athletes  have  threatened  not  to 
participate  in  a track  meet  at 
BYU  Saturday. 

Dr.  Ernest  Wilkinson  says  tlie 
statement  of  the  Negro  athletes  at 
’The  University  of  Texas  at  El 
Paso  is  based  on  erroneous  in- 
formation. 

Dr.  Wilkinson  referred  to  a 
statement  disclosed  late  Thursday 
at  El  Paso  that  seven  Negro 
track  and  field  athletes  will  boy- 
cott their  school's  track  meet  at 
BYU.  Their  statement  said  the 
boycctjt  was  due  to  what  they 
calTod  a belief  at  BYU  that  —in 
the  words  of  the  statement— 
“Blacks  are  inferior  and  are  the 
Disciples  of  the  Devil.” 

Here  is  the  full  text  of  Dr.  Wil- 
kinson’s statement  in  reply: 

“We  are  sorry  to  learn  Negro 


athletes  at  the  University  of  Tex- 
as at  El  Paso  have  threatened  not 
to  participate  in  our  track  meet. 

Their  statement  as  to  the  belief 
of  BYU  as  repects  the  Negro  is 
based  on  erroneous  information 
and  is  untrue.  We  do  not  dis- 
criminate because  of  race,  and 
we  have  Negro  students  in  our 
student  body. 

We  are  as  shocked  as  they  over 
the  death  of  Martin  Luther  King. 
But  this  should  not  interfere  with 
friendly  athletic  competition  be- 
tween our  schools.  We  welcome 
them  to  our  campus  as  we  have 
alw’ays  welcomed  negro  athletes 
in  the  past.” 

The  University  at  El  Paso  said 
any  member  of  its  team  who  fails 
to  participate  will  be  considered 
by  the  Athletic  Department  as 
having  voluntarily  disassociated 
himself  from  the  team.

Ex-Student  Earns  Purple  He\ 


A former  BYU  student  is  fight- 
ing to  recover  from  massive  in- 
juries sustained  in  the  explosion 
of  a land  mine  in  Vietnam. 

Marine  Lance  Cpl.  Michael  R. 
Johnson,  of  Huntington,  W.  Va., 
was  severely  wounded  Jan.  30 
near  Quang  Nam. 

His  left  leg  was  amputated  at  i 
the  hip  and  the  right  leg  above 
the  knee.  He  lost  two  fingers  and 
the  thumb  on  his  left  hand  and 
one  finger  on  the  right  hand. 

Both  eardrums  were  ruptured, 
and  he  suffered  a depressed  skull. 
He  was  hit  by  shrapnel  in  his 
arms,  face,  and  upper  torso.

Veteran  Marty  Downen  has  been 
the  top  mound  performer  for  the 
Mountain  Cats.  Downen  has  posted 
a 1-0  record  after  five  appearances. 
He  owns  a 1.68  earned  run  aver- 
age. 


Junior  hurler  Ken  Crosby  and 
sophomore  Dennis  DuNann  have 
each  recorded  two  victories.  Cros- 
by also  has  a pair  of  losses  while 
DuNann  has  suffered  only  a lone 
setback.

This  refusal  to  open  the  wall 
even  for  a brief  period  was  an- 
other sign  that  the  “German  De- 
mocratic Republic”  has  no  inten- 
tion of  relaxing  its  tight  Stalinist 
controls. 


If  the  East  German  leaders  con- 
tinue to  have  their  way  there 
will  be  no  Czech-type  reforms  in 
the  Soviet  Zone. 

The  East  Germans  not  only 
have  rejected  any  thought  of  the 
slightest  democratization  but  they 
have  gone  so  far  as  to  criticize 
the  Czechs  and  denounce  the  doc- 
trines that  led  to  the  ouster  of 
Antonin  Novotny  as  Communist 
party  leader  and  president.

Y Soil  Scientist 
Makes  Discovery 


A BYU  soil  scientist,  Dr.  Ray- 
mond B.  Farnsworth,  has  made  a 
recent  discovery  that  may  have  a 
great  effect  on  the  future  range 
management  in  the  Wes  tern 
States. 

It  has  long  been  known  that 
legume  crops  such  as  alfalfa,  clov- 
er and  soybeans  are  able  to  use  at- 
mospheric nitrogen  to  enrich  the 
soil  due  to  the  presence  of  nodules 
on  their  roots  on  which  micro- 
organisms or  bacteria  live.  These 
serve  as  agents  to  put  nitrogen 
into  a form  which  plants  can  use. 

SAGE  TOO 

Dr.  Farnsworth  leads  a team  of 
soil  scientists  at  BYU  which  has 
now  discovered  that  nodules  on  the 
roots  of  one  of  the  western  sage, 
Artemisia  Ludoviciana,  also  con- 
tain micro-organisms  which  pro- 
duce the  important  nitrogen. 

Dr.  Farnsworth  conjectures  that 
nitrogen  fixation  also  takes  place 
in  other  sage  brush  and  plants  not 
yet  studied. 

“The  importance  of  non-Iegum- 
inous  plants  as  a nitrogen  source  is 


only  now  being  appreciated,”  said 
Dr.  Farnsworth.  “It  is  possible 
that  the  nodulated  non-Ieguminous 
plants  contribute  as  much  nitrogen 
to  the  soils  in  which  they  grow  as 
do  the  legume  crops.” 

Dr.  Farnsworth  envisions  that  in 
the  future,  proper  management  of 
much  of  our  existing  wildlands, 
range  and  forests  might  include 
certain  specific  nodulated  non-leg- 
umes for  the  improvement  of  the 
nitrogen  economy  of  the  soil. 

OTHER  POSSIBILITIES 

“As  soil  scientists,  foresters  and 
ecologists  became  more  alerted  to 
these  possibilities  it  is  most  likely 
that  nodulated  species  will  be 
found  in  other  plant  families,”  Dr. 
Farnsworth  said. 

Dr.  Farnsworth  will  present  a 
paper  to  explain  his  findings  at  di- 
vision meetings  of  the  Utah  Acad- 
emy of  Sciences,  Arts  and  Letters 
scheduled  for  the  BYU  campus 
Friday,  April  12,  beginning  at  1 
p.m. 

He  has  been  aided  in  research  by 
Max  Ward  Hammond,  a BYU  stu- 
dent who  was  recently  awarded  a 
fellowship  to  Cornell  University  to 
continue  work  in  this  area.
